"SciensistB have but a very vague 
Ideti of what llgnin is, and many of 
those, who from experience should 
'know it best, are mbst hesitant In de- 
fining It", stated Mr. H. F. Rowley, 
yesterday afternoon ai tho Chemistry 
Colloquium. "It's structure, the groups 
which it contains. Its moleoular weight, 
and other similar properties of the 
substance as It occurs In wood are 
generally conceded to be little known. 
Occasional workers In the lignln field 
haive claimed a solution of the problem 
and have set up structural formulae 
for thl;i substance, based on their ex- 
perimental work aiid a great deal of 
pure speculation." 

The spealker stated that we still do 
not know ' whether llgnin is merely 
iphysically scattered throughout the 
wood substance or chemically combin- 
ed to the cellulose or to the sugar 
substances or to both. He then ex- 
hibited a block of spruce wood which 
weighed about 220 grams and by me- 
thods of analj-als whidi .we accept be- 
cause ot lack of better ones at pre- 
sent, the piece ot wood Is supposed 
to contain about 66 grams of this so 
far undefined lignln substance, that is, 
about 80%. The balance is usually 
conceded to be made up of cellulose, 
about 60%, and tAie remaining 10% of 
lower 8acchBrldes,tréBÏn'B'and «ums,— 
that Is on à moisture-free basis. 
'^laghwfiB of lnterest~t(r,ns-^not> only 
from a purely chegnleàlfstàndipolnt, but

Unrest Of That Age Similar To 
Modern 

DR. WOODHEAD 

"1 . , ,' 

Conflict . of ^ Passion and 
Hippolyties" 
;ed Out 




"Today is the doy of Euripides," de- 
clared Dr. Woodhead In a lecture on 
Euripides in Moyse Hlill yesterday 
afternoon, the fourth of a series on 
Greek drama, "not only because he 
has found a worthy translator In 
Gilbert Murray, but' because the un- 
rest of our time Is very much' like that 
of his day."* 

There |s a great difference between 
Euripides and ^hls prcdécessors, 
claimed the speaker. They were men 
of action as well as poets; he was 
primarily a writer, and spent a great 
deal ot time In seclusion'. His era 
was one of great commotion— faith in 
the old myths had broken down and 
religion too was falling. Follow.'ng the 
spirit of the age, Euriijidcs abandon- 
ed the themes of previous dramatists. 
Whereas Sophocles had painted men 
as they should be, Euripides deplet- 
ed them as they really arc, and chose 
his subjects from the ordinary* hap- 
pelngs of life. His 'cosmopolitan at- 
titude made him a greater, favourite 
among tho Romans thon -any of his 
predecessors. He wrote not to please 
his audience but himself. Goiie ii for- 
over were the old tradltlon^^'Sl^e 
stage, and a beggar in rags often ap- 
peared where heroes and kings ^ had 
trodden. • ' 

The speaker briefly reviewed the 
more Important plays of Eurip'dcs 
and VUMi- on^ to the "Hlppoly tus," 
whlélT'H^nô' doiifft'^lV iVeafeat. 
legeifd tells how Theseus of Athens 
had a son Hlpikolyt'us by Ws first 
wife, a handsome young man who 
scorned love and. thus offended the 
goddess Aphrodite, she plots his 
downfall, by maklnpr Phaedra, 
Theseu's second wife conceive a pas- 
sion for him. Phaedra eventually kills 
herself leavintr a written accusotlon 
against Hlppolytus, that he had made
